COTTON  raoIXJCTIOW  IN  ARKANSAS,   1928-1957 

-  By  Counties  • 

Th6  years  of  1928,  1929  and  1930  were  peiiods  of  expanding  ootton  aore«c* 
in  Arkansas.  In  the  year  1950  ootton  plantings  reached  an  all-time  peak  with  an 
acreage  of  3,577,000  acres  in  cultivation  July  1.  In  1955  the  reduction  progri* 
of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Actainistration  brought  the  cotton  acreage  harreeted 
in  ths  State  to  the  lowest  point  since  1921,  snd  the  program  of  1954  further  re- 
duced acreage  to  the  lowest  point  since  1915.  Bzpansion  of  cotton  acreage 
eeourred  in  the  years  1955,  1956  and  1957« 

Yield  per  acre  during  the  period  has  raried  from  116  pounds  in  1950  to  294 
pounds  in  1957.  In  1950  a  state-wide  drought  occurred  during  the  growing  season 
more  severe  than  any  previously  recorded  in  the  State,  resulting  in  the  Icwert  yield 
on  record,  idth  the  exception  of  the  veiy  low  yield  made  in  the  disastrous  boll 
weevil  year  of  1925,  Due  to  a  very  favorable  growing  season  in  1951,  eepeoiallj 
the  fall  season,  the  yield  was  the  highest  since  1877.  Yields  since  1954  hmv* 
been  relatively  high,  due  to  increased  use  of  fertiliser,  Ic^er  weevil  damage, 
relatively  late  falls,  and  the  use  of  the  letter  lands  for  cotton.  The  yield  in 
1957^  with  the  exception  of  that  of  1882,  set  an  all-time  record. 

Production  of  cotton  is  expressed  in  500-pound  equivalent  gross  wei^t  bales 
and  1ms  varied  ftom  869,000  bales  in  1954  to  1,904,000  bales  in  1957.  The  smell 
acreage  was  responsible  for  the  low  production  in  1954,  but  the  high  prodnotioB 
of  1957  was  due  to  record  yields. 

In  general,  acreage,  yield  and  production  tended  to  vary  in  the  oountiee  la 
confomity  with  ths  State,  although  in  some  years  significant  departures  occurred^ 
particularly  in  yield  p«p  acre. 

The  estimates  of  production  are  based  upon  the  ginnings  id  thin  each  eoonty 
as  reported  to  the  U.  8.  Bureau  of  ths  Census  with  adjustments  for  cross-oountj 
movement  of  seed  cotton. 

The  estimates  of  acreage  planted  are  based  upon  the  esnsuses  of  1925,  1950, 
and  1955,  available  data  from  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Adh&inistration  f6r  the 
years  1955  to  1957,  inclusive,  and  current  reports  from  crop  reporters  relating 
to  cotton  acreage  in  each  year. 

The  estimates  of  yield  per  acre  are  based  upon  yields  computed  from  aoree 
and  bales  reported  to  the  census  in  census  years  and  upon  current  reports  tram 
crop  reporters* relating  to  yield  in  each  year. 

The  estimates  of  acreage  planted  and  of  yield  per  acre  naturally  needed 
to  be  reconciled  with  the  estimates  of  production  in  such  manner  as  to  give  a 
consistent  series  of  estimates  of  acreage  and  of  yield  per  acre.
